MiOSHA would demand retrofitting of 
existing equipment with the new 
safety appliances. 


Other requirements would be a daily 


test of a tractor's brakes and operating 
controls, the outfitting'of employees 
with personal protective equipment, 
and a rigidly defined method of 
hitching equipment to tractors. 


The Department's geniuses dream- 


ing up this hard hat regulation of 
agriculture justify these' excessive 
demands on the claim that farmers 
are 
notoriously lax in 
handling 


machinery and that proportionately 
the accident rate on farms is higher 
than in industry. 


Therefore, the time is overdue to 


take action. 


Understandably, 
a 
number 
of 


growers from our area journeyed to 
Lansing the other day to protest the 
high cost of retrofitting and the very 
good possibility of every farm having 
to keep a full time mechanic on the 
payroll. 


Like motherhood, safety is a good,

Child-Abusing Parents 
Try To Cure Themselves 


Child abuse is one of those problems 


that people prefer not to think about, 
let alone discuss. The thought that 
some parents routinely beat their 
small children, often inflicting severe 
bodily harm, is indeed distressing. But 
child abuse has become so extensive 
that government officials, sociologists 
and psychologists have begun to attack 
the problem head on. In a number of 
cities, abusive parents have formed 
self-help groups on the Alcoholics 
Anonymous model. 


• What makes parents physically 
abuse or neglect their children? No 
.one knows for sure, but psychologists 
have identified some common traits.

Mao's Thing: 


Absolute Power 


WASHINGTON 
(NEA) 
- 
This is of Mao the man. And of 
his relationship to Chairman 
Mao of China and to Mao the 
Communist. 
My knowledge of Mao comes 
from eight months in the caves 
of Yenan in World War II 
before he came to power. I was 
an American Army officer in 
contact with Mao and his aides, 
four months of the time as 
acting 
commander 
of 
the 
American 
military 
mission 
there. 
Mao, above all was intensely 
interested in ideas — ideas for 
putting things into practice — 
almost disdainful of theory. 
Time and again he would 
search out people who know 
more about a subject than he 
and probe their minds. 


He was woefully weak in 
mathematics. And had little 
understanding of economics, 
industry or even of agriculture 
— though he grew up on a 
farm. His interest was in or­ 
ganization and the relationship 
of people. He wanted to know­ 
how organizations worked — 
whether armies, governments, 
political groups, schools or 
even theaters — and if they 
could 
be 
useful 
in 
ac­ 
complishing his aims. 
For himself, he cared little 
for money, or clothing, or art 
or philosophy. He had contemjrt 
for the badges and formalities 
of office. But he was greedy for 
the power. 
He was a Communist, I felt, 
because of the disdain he had 
for the men of money he had 
known from his youth and their 
treatment 
of him and 
his 
friends. This hatred included 
his well-to-do father. 
He 
worshipped 
strength. 
Without strength, he believed, 
you could do nothing. 


He wanted to control men’s 
actions, their jobs, their choice 
of wives, who went to higher 
school and who not. who was 
promoted 
and 
when 
men 
married. He wanted to insure 
with whatever force necessary 
that all men and women from 
the highest to the lowest had 
correct thoughts — 
as 
he 
defined correct thought. He 
wanted to make certain that all 
producers, farmers or workers 
produced 
what 
crops 
Mao 
wanted, what goods he decreed. 
In return for this loss of 
personal freedom d right of 
decision, and for censorship of 
thought, Mao was determined 
that all citizens have enough 
food, enough clothing, a place 
to live and medical care. 
Each individual must sub­ 
merge himself and his personal 
ambition to the state, which 
was Mao. 
In return, Mao was deter­ 
mined that his officials not be 
financially corrupt, and that 
they not steal or otherwise- 
divert food or funds from the 
citizenry for personal gain, but 
only in the interests of the 
staze or as punishment for 
deviation. 
’ Mao himself was a perennial 
revolutionary. Gaining power 
was not enough. Even when he 
and his men were in control, he 
refused to become the Es­ 
tablishment. He hated his own 
bureaucracy with as 
much 
passion as the bureaucracy 
which preceeded his. 
In conclusion I mention sta­ 
tements made by Mao in talks 
with his close friend Hsiao-yu 
roughly 55 years ago: “ But I do 
regard the people as a flock of 
sheep and it is obvious the 
government must play the part 
of the sheqhord. If there is no 
shepherd, who will guide the 
sheep?” 


The New 


Republicans 


The Republicans are 
»uring 
new wine into bottles that are at 
least old-looking. 
Those analysts are correct 
who say that Gerald Ford is 
reminiscent 
of 
an 
older 
Republicanism, 
essentially 
basc*d in the Midwest, WASP in 
ethnic character, not especially 
alert to the vast changes that 
have occurred in demography 
and national mood. This older 
Republicanism is rather thin- 
blooded. 
But even though Gerald Ford 
is at the top of the ticket, the 
party itself has changed fun­ 
damentally and drastically. As 
Ford plans his campaign, he 
has been forced to work with 
those changes 
rather 
than 
against them. 
Statistics as usual can be 
misleading. 
Prophets 
of 
Republican demise like to point 
out that at Kansas City 97 per 
cent of the delegates were 
white, 76 per cent Protestant. 
The real question about those 
delegates, however, is who they 
were and where they were 
headed 
socially 
and 
economically. 
(Actually, the ethnic statistic's 
, regarding the Democrats in 
Madison Square Garden were 
different in some* respects but 
similar 
in 
others. 
The 
Democrats were 91 per cent 
white, 
an 
insignificant 
difference. They did have more 
catholic delegates, and were 
slightly younger The important 
question, however, is whether a 
delegate represents a politically 
active and potent constituency.) 
The process now taking place 
within the Republican Party is 
extraordinarily interesting and 
important. 
The 
Republican 
delegates in Kansas City were 
not 
in 
the 
main 
country 
clubbers and they were not 
homogeneous, much less New 
England brahmins of the old 
Republican sort. The activists 
who became delegates were, of­ 
ten, “ new men” as the historian 
uses that term. They consisted 
of the operators of small and 
medium-sized 
businesses, 
manufacturers 
of 
machine 
tools, school-board members, 
ranchers 
stockbrokers, 
housewives, 
independent 
truckers. Many were anything 
but establishmentarian. 


A political scientist who is a 
close friend of mine had a 
research grant to conduct an 
in-depth 
study 
of 
these 
Republican delegates He was 
astonished at their knowledge of 
issue's — their awareness, for 
example, of the* details of things 
like 
the 
“ common 
situs” 
picketing bill, which Ford ve­ 
toed after muc h maneuvering. 


Among these Republican ac­ 
tivists, the atmosphere was dis­ 
tinctly upwardly mobile, both 
socially and economically. They 
are conservative, in several 
senses of the word, and Gerald 
Ford now rides in their political 
vehicle. 


The Kansas City Convention 
marked, historically, the total 
eclipse of old-style Eastern- 
seaboard 
liberal 
Republicanism. The old-style 
liberal Republicans were not 
defeated — there existed no 
need for that — they were 
simply ignored. Elliot Richard­ 
son of Massachusetts may be a 
huge favorite with the media, 
for example, but the Republican 
state 
chairman 
in 
Mas­ 
sachusetts is a thirtyish Jewish 
stockbroker 
named 
Gordon 
Nelson who has refreshingly 
brt>ezy manners. 


Significantly, 
the 
liberal 
Republicans no longer dare to 
use the term liberal. They arc* 
moderates, or progressives, or 
pragmatists. 


Though both Ford and Robert 
Dole are mid westerners, the 
only plausible Republican stra­ 
tegy this year involves as well a 
heavy 
appeal 
to 
normally 
Democratic Catholic voters in 
places like Bay Ridge, Cicero 
Parma. North Philadelphia and 
South Milwaukee. This is not 
the 
old 
Pierce 
Arrow 
Republicanism. Ford actually 
considered launching his cam­ 
paign with a major address at 
Notre Dame, but gave up that 
idea as too blatant, and chose 
his Michigan alma mater ins­ 
tead. 


The conservative capture of 
the Republican Party is vir* 
tually total. Indeed, by virtue of 
the fact that he has had to deal 
with these realities, Ford him­ 
self will have to change as well, 
and the process will be a fas­ 
cinating one.

Fires Increasing 
In Benton Harbor 


Despite the lay-off of firemen 


and the dosing of Ore southside 
fire station, the Benton Harbor 
fire department fought 27 more 
fires in July and August this 
year than in the same two 
months last year. 


The fire department reported 


it answered 110 fire alarms 
during July and August this 
year compared to 83 for the 
same period last year. 


In May, the city laid-off 14 


policemen and 7 firefighters and 
closed the southside fire station 
as part of budget cuts. Through 
the lay-offs and retirement, the 
fire department has 13 less 
employes than before the lay- 
offs when the department had 34 
men plus the chief and fire 


Before the lay-offs and closing 


of the southside station, Caddie 
said the fire department had 
enough manpower to respond to 
Ores with two pumpers and use 
a third truck for reserve in case 
another fire started at the same 
time. Now, Caddie said, the fire 
department responds with two 
trucks and none in reserve. 


In addition, Caddie said fires 


on the south side of the city arc 
answered by [ire trucks at the 
central station adjacent to city 
hall rather than by a truck sta- 
tioned at the southside station. 
Caddie said the increase in 


fires this year is part of a trend 
that started more the five years 
ago. Five years ago, the 
department was averaging 490 
fires a year, according to Gad- 
die, and this year will average 
about 390 fire calls. 


"It seems to be a trend in our 


city," 
Caddie said. "The 


number of fires is going up each 
year. It's basically an education 
and supervision problem." 


He attributed the increase in 


fires to more abandonded and 
sub-standard homes in the city, 
more children in the com- 
munity, and the lack of fire 
prevention in the home. 


"We've had to change our en- 


tire operating procedure to 
manage to answer the increased 
calls," fire Chief Harold Caddie 
said yesterday. "In some cases, 
ft takes us a little longer to get 
to bouses on the south side of the 
city and we no longer have an 
extra truck to back us up when 
we are out fighting a fire."

Fires Increasing 
In Benton Harbor 


Despite the lay-off of firemen 
and the closing of the southside 
fire station, the Benton Harbor 
fire department fought 27 more 
fires in July and August this 
year than in the same two 
months last year. 
The fire department reported 
it answered 110 fire alarm s 
during July and August this 
year compared to 83 for the 
same period last year. 
In May, the city laid-off 14 
policemen and 7 firefighters and 
closed the southside fire station 
as part of budget cuts. Through 
the lay-offs and retirement, the 
fire department has 13 less 
employes than before the lay­ 
offs when the department had 34 
men plus the chief and fire 
marshall. 
“We’ve had to change our en­ 
tire operating procedure to 
manage to answer the increased 
calls,” fire Chief Harold Gaddie 
said yesterday. “ In some cases, 
it takes us a little longer to get 
to houses on the south side of the 
city and we no longer have an 
extra truck to back us up when 
we are out fighting a fire.” 


Before the lay-offs and closing 
of the southside station, Gaddi«* 
said the fire department had 
enough manpower to respond to 
fires with two pumpers and use 
a third truck for reserve in case 
another fire started at the same 
time. Now, Gaddie said, the fire 
department responds with two 
trucks and none in reserve. 


In addition, Gaddie said fires 
on the south side of the city are 
answered by fire trucks at the 
central station adjacent to city 
hall rather than by a truck sta­ 
tioned at the southside station. 


Gaddie said the increase in 


fires this year is part of a trend 
that started more the five years 
ago. 
Five 
years 
ago, 
the 
department was averaging 450 
fires a year, according to Gad­ 
die, and this year will average 
about 550 fire calls. 
“ It seems to be a trend in our 
city,” 
Gaddie 
said. 
“ The 
number of fires is going up each 
year. It’s basically an education 
and supervision problem.” 
He attributed the increase in 
fires to more abandonded and 
sub-standard homes in the city, 
more children in the com­ 
munity, and the lack of fire 
prevention in the home.

Secret 
Notebook 
Returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ine 


Justice Department is inves- 
tigating the strange case of a 
missing notebook containing 
classified information that was 
returned to a top-ranking Ford 
administration intelligence ad- 
viser by an ex-convict who said 
he got it from sympathizers of 
Patricia Hearst, the Washing- 
ton Post said Thursday. 


The adviser, Leo Cherne, 


reported the notebook missing 
after 
he 
returned 
from 


European 
meetings 
with 


diplomats and intelligence of- 
ficers in March 1975, the Post 
said. 


The 
green 
government 


notebook was used by Cherne's 
aide, Cmdr. Lionel H. Olmer, a 
Naval Intelligence officer, to 
record briefings of Cherne's of- 
ficial meetings. 


Cherne 
is 'Chairman 
of 


President Ford's Foreign In- 
telligence Advisory Board and a 
member of the new three- 
member Intelligence Oversight 
Board. 


Otmer said he has no idea 


how the notebook was lost or 
stolen, the Post said. 


According to the newspaper 


account, the pad was recovered 
after Cherne received a call on 
July 24, 1875, from Michael J. 
Casey, a former inmate at 
Sotedad prison near San Fran- 
cisco, who said he got the 
notebook from sympathizers of 
Miss Hearst, the newspaper 
heiress convicted earlier this, 
year of bank robbery. 


Casey received notoriety in 


another connection with the 
Hearst case last year when the 
Los Angeles Times paid him 
$15,000 for a promised meeting 
with the heiress when she was 
still at-large.The newspaper 
has since described Casey's 
offer as a hoax. 


The Post 
reported 
that 


Cherne notified intelligence of- 
ficials as soon as he got Casey's 
call and was advised to play 
down the importance of the no- 
tebook. 


The newspaper said the 


document contained sensitive 
information from briefings with 
the CIA, including reactions to 
news stories about the CIA and 
the flow of petrodollars from 
the West to Arab nations.

Bill Would Let Universities 
Serve Conventioneers Booze 


LANSING, Mieh. (a P) — Michigan colleges would be allowed 
to serve liquor at their convention centers, but students would 
not be permitted to drink, under legislation approved by the 
state Senate. 
The bill, passed 26-5 Wednesday and sent to the House, would 
permit certain four-year institutions to hold permanent liquor 
licenses to serve guests at scheduled conferences and other 
functions. 
Other schools will be able to apply for special one-day liquor 
licenses for conferences, according to Sen. Bill Huffman, D- 
Madison Heights, the bill’s sponsor. 
The bill’s passage followed an attorney general’s ruling which 
overturned the Liquor Control Commission’s practice of grant­ 
ing 24-hour licenses to college convention centers. 
IJnder the bill, the University of Michigan, Michigan State 


University, Oakland University and Western Michigan Univer­ 
sity would qualify for permanent license, Huffman said, based 
on their facilities and the availability of overnight accommoda­ 
tions. 
Huffman said the Liquor Control Commission is expected to 
establish new rules under the law to prov ide 24-hour licenses for 
other four-year, public institutions. 
The bill would restrict the sale of liquor to convention or 
conference guests during scheduled events. Students and others 
could not drink at the centers under the legislation. 


Community colleges are not included under the bill’s 
provisions. 
The Senate recently rejected legislation to permit the sale of 
liquor at student unions on campus

Increase Of Heir Tax 
Faces Final Showdown

Republican critics of a step to 
increase taxes on property heirs 
arc waging a showdown against 
the move as the House casts its 
final votes on the tax package 
that also extends the inul- 
tibillion-dollar income tax cut. 
Key Democrats expect to win 
on the heir-tax issue today, and 
the House then is expected to 
approve the bill, sending the 
wide-ranging measure to the 
Senate for final congressional 
action and on to President Ford. 
TTie measure was approved last 
week by Senate-House negotia­ 
tors. 
While supporting most of the 
bill. 
Reps. 
Herman 
T. 
Schneebeli, R-Pa., and Barber ‘ 
B. Conable Jr., R-N.Y., senior 
GOP members of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
told colleagues Wednesday that 
one tax-hiking plan on property 
heirs should be deleted. 
That plan would hike income 
taxi*s on heirs who sell inherited 
property and would gain $162 
million for the Treasury by 
1981. The new method would 
require the heir to value the 
property at the price that the 
deceased paid for it, rather than 
at the price at the time of the 
deceased’s death. 
Thus, if a person buys cor­ 
porate stock for $10,000 and 10 
years later wills it to a relative 
when it was worth $55,000 and 
the heir later sells it for $60,000, 
present law would tax the $5,000 
difference. 
The

would 
change this to tax the $50,000 
difference between the original 
cost and the eventual selling 
orice. 
The gift-and-estate tax por­ 
tions of the package generally 
reduce federal taxes in those 
areas. However, Schneebeli and

said

negate any relief which all the 
other provisions of the bill 
would provide for many subject 
to the estate tax.’’ 
But Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore, 
chairman of the Ways and

compromise on estate and gift 
tax reform.” 
Compared with 7 per cent 
under existing law, the bill 
would exempt from taxes all but 
the wealthiest 3 per cent of U.S. 
estates. 
For practical purposes, it 
would mean no estate worth 
under $525,000 would pay the 
federal levy. The Treasury’s 
annual revenue loss would be 
$1.4 billion by 1981. 
Ullman. arguing for the bill 
Wednesday, stressed the in­ 
come tax 
features 
of the 
package. He said that “recent 
economic developments speak 
clearly to the importance of 
continuing the tax cuts” enacted 
last year. 
The legislation would be the 


most comprehensive since the 
1969 Tax Reform Act. 
The new bill would continue 
through 1977 the $15-billion tax 
cut — worth $180 to a typical 
family of four making $15,000 a 
year. 
The legislation would hike or 
cut taxes in hundreds of other 
ways.

Secret 
Notebook 
Returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Justice Department is inves­ 
tigating the strange case of a 
missing notebook containing 
classified information that was 
returned to a top-ranking Ford 
administration intelligence ad­ 
viser by an ex-convict who said 
he got it from sympathizers of 
Patricia Hearst, the Washing­ 
ton Post said Thursday.

said. 
The

notebook was used by Cherne’s 
aide, Cmdr. Lionel H. Olmer, a 
Naval intelligence officer, to 
record briefings of Cherne’s of­ 
ficial meetings. 
Cherne 
is 
chairman 
of 
President Ford’s Foreign In­ 
telligence Adv isory Board and a 
member of the new three- 
member Intelligence Oversight 
Board. 
Olmer said he has no idea 
how the notebook was lost or 
stolen, the Post said. 
According to the newspaper 
account, the pad was recovered 
after Cherne received a call on 
July 24, 1975. from Michael J. 
Casey, a former inmate at 
Soledad prison near San Fran­ 
cisco, who said he got the 
notebook from sympathizers of 
Miss Hearst, the newspaper 
heiress convicted earlier this, 
year of bank robbery. 
Casey received notoriety in 
another connection with the 
Hearst case last year when the 
Lts Angeles Times paid him 
$15,000 for a promised meeting 
with the heiress when she was 
still at-large.The newspaper 
has since described Casey’s 
offer as a hoax. 
The

reported 
that 
Cherne notified intelligence of­ 
ficials as soon as he got Casey’s 
call and was advised to play 
down the importance of the no­ 
tebook.

the 
document contained sensitive 
information from briefings with 
the CIA, including reactions to 
news stories about the C’lA and 
the flow of petrodollars from 
the West to Arab nations.

Budget Fund Bill Introduced 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A bill designed to save stale money 


from good fiscal years for later, leaner times was introduced in the 
Michigan House Wednesday. The "budget stabilization" bill, 
sponsored by 10 Democratic and three Republican House 
members, is designed to protect the slate from a cash shortage 
and tax increase when the economy does not provide enough 
revenue. It would require the state to set aside money in good 
times to provide extra funds when the economy declines. Gov. 
William Milliken on Monday urged the legislature to create a 
budget stabilization fund to provide money for hard times. In ad- 
dition, he noted, it would put a limit on spending when lots of 
money was available. Crim said the House bill would be sent to 
Jacobetti's appropriations committee. "The need for the 
stabilization fund is immediate," Crim said Wednesday. "Since 
we cannot submit the proposed constitutional amendment to the 
voters until 1978, we must set up the fund by statute so that it will 
be in force for the 1977-78 fiscal year. "We can no longer afford the 
luxury of pre-election tax cuts, followed by years of retrenchment 
in human services programs," Crim said. "We know that our 
economy is highly volatile, with sharp cyclical swings in both 
directions," he added. "It is long past time that we developed a- 
mechanism to deal with those swings in logical fashion."

Budget Fund Bill Introduced 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill designed to save state money 
from good fiscal years for later, leaner times was introduced in the 
Michigan House Wednesday. The “ budget stabilization” bill, 
sponsored by 10 Democratic and three Republican House 
members, is designed to protect the state from a cash shortage 
and tax increase when the economy does not provide enough 
revenue. It would require the state to set aside money in good 
times to provide extra funds when the economy declines. Gov. 
William Milliken on Monday urged the legislature to create a 
budget stabilization fund to provide money for hard times. In ad­ 
dition. he noted, it would put a limit on spending when lots of 
money was available. Crim said the House bill would be sent to 
Jacobetti’s appropriations committee. “ The need for the 
stabilization fund is immediate,’’ Crim said Wednesday. “Since 
we cannot submit the proposed constitutional amendment to the 
voters until 1978, we must set up the fund by statute so that it will 
be in force for the 1977-78 fiscal year. “We can no longer afford the 
luxury of pre-election tax cuts, followed by years of retrenchment 
in human services programs,’’ Crim said. “ We know that our 
economy is highly volatile, with sharp cyclical swings in both 
directions,” he added. “It is long past time that we developed a 
mechanism to deal with those swings in logical fashion.”

From ASSOCIATED PRESS 
If the Los Angeles Dodgers 
believe in reincarnation, they’d 
swear on a stack of baseball 
rulebooks that Juan Marichal 
has come back to the major 
leagues in the form of Pat 
Zachry. 
It would be one way of 
explaining 
the 
Cincinnati 
nxikie’s mystical hold on them. 
Zachry is beating the Dodgers 
as regularly as Marichal used to 
do — and Wednesday night 
recorded 
his 
fifth 
victory 
against the Dodgers this season 
with a 4-3 decision. 
Nobody’s done that since 
Marichal’s Dodger-killing days 
of the 1960s, when the San 
Francisco 
righthander 
dominated his fierce intrastate 
rivals. 
“You get up -mentally for 
them,” said Zachry, who points 
out that Cincinnati’s National 
League West antagonists bring 
out the best in him. “ My 
stomach was flying around like 
a bad broiler before the game.” 
While Marichal posted a 5-1 
record against Los Angeles in 
1969, one has to go back as far as 
1966 to find a pitcher that 
blanked the Dodgers five games 
to nothing. That was Larry 
Jaster of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals. 
Zachry’s latest victory boost­ 
ed his record to 13-5, tops on the 
Cincinnati staff, and lowered 
the Reds’ “magic number” for 
winning the West to six games. 
While the Reds moved a step 
closer to locking up their 
divisional tiUe, the Philadelphia 
Phillies were taking a step 


backwards. The Phillies were 
beaten 7-2 by the runnerup 
Pittsburgh Pirates and had 
their lead chopped to five 
games. 
Elsewhere in NL play, the San 
Francisco Giants nipped the San 
Diego Padres 2-1; the Houston 
Astros beat the Atlanta Braves

Lefthander John Candelaria 
earned his 15th victory in 21 
decisions, limiting the Phillies 
to three hits, striking out four 
and walking three in seven in­ 
nings. Kent Tekulve finished up 
with two innings of scoreless 
relief. 
The Pirates and Phillies wind 
up regular-season play with 
each other tonight and both 


teams have 18 games left. 
Gary Matthews doubled home 
Larry Herndon in the seventh 
inning to break a 1-1 tie and 
spark San Francisco over San 
Diego and ace lefthander Randy 
Jones. Matthews’ decisive blow 
came off Jones, 21-13, the only 
20-game winner in the National 
League, and provided rookie 
Frank Riccelli with his first 
major league victory.

“ Everybody thought I was 
doing that every time 1 got up to 
punt, but 1 only did it one time 
because 
(Kentucky 
< ’< >ach) 
Charlie Bradshaw would only let 
me do it one time.” 
Seiple’s most famous run 
from punt formation, however, 
was a 37-yard gallop that set up 
Miami’s first touchdown in a 
21-17 victory over Pittsburgh in 
a 
1972 
American 
Football 
Conference playoff game. 
‘‘It hapjK'ned on national TV 
and everybody saw it, and I 
guess nobody had ever done 
anything like that in that situa­ 
tion.'’ said Seiple. “ Our public 
relations man down here built it 
up because 1 had done it in 
college, and then everybody 
began to think that 1 did it all 
the time 
Seiple’s ability to catch and 
run with the football, as well as 
his punting talent, has been the 
key 
to 
his 
professional 
longevity. But the 31-year-old 
Seiple knows in the back of his 


mind that his days in pro foot­ 
ball are dwindling to a precious 
few. 
The Dolphins told Seiple as 
much when rookie punter Mike 
Green of Ohio University was 
used in exhibition games. 
“ He’s the first punter thej 
ever brought in who could •do 
something other than kick the 
football,” said Seiple. “ I was 
trying to get myself built up to 
the fact that, well, I might not 
Ik> here this year But there was 
no wav 1 could build myself up 
to the point where I could accept 
that I was no longer needed or 
wanted on the team. 
“ But he more or less assured 
me of a job by not doing well in 
the exhibition games.” 
Seiple knows that youth will 
eventually be served, but he 
promises he won’t be a party to 
it. 
“ I still enjoy playing the 
game and 1 enjoy getting in 
shape — even though it takes 
rue a little bit longer now,” he 
laughed. “ But it (retirement) us 
just something I'm going to 
have to take when it comes But 
there's no way 1 could ever get 
to the point where I feel I’m 
finished, because if you feel that 
way, you ARE finished.”

NEW BUFFALO — The New Buffalo township 


.board last night approved seeking a grant under 
the new federal public works act to Finance a 
township water system. 


Action came after Township, Supervisor 


Joseph Svehla reported that the proposed 
project was 'eligible for a grant under the now 
act. Svehla said the grants will be made on a 
first-come, first-serve basis and applications 
must be filed by Oct. 1. Svehla said the state will 
be allocated J157 million for the public works 
projects. The minimum amount for any given 
project will be $100,000 and the maximum will 
be IS million, he said. 
. 


No amount for the grant application was' set 


last night. The figure was to be determined 
later, officials indicated. , 


Svehla said grants will be based on percen- 


tages of unemployment, unempkotnent rate and 
level of income of the the county the township is 
in. He said the engineers .do not anticipate any 
problems in receiving a grant for the township's 


proposed system, since Berrien county's 
unemployment rate is 7.9 per cent and higher 
than the national average. 


Svehla said the entire township water system 


plan is eligible for the grant. It would include 
installing transmission lines from Riviera road 
to Townline road and the area southwest of New 
Buffalo city, down US-12 to the state line. A 
water line would abo run to the waste treatment 
plant now under construction oil Red Arrow 
highway. 


Svehla said 3d days after notification of 


eligiblity the township's plans and specifications 
for its water projects will be ready for bids. 


Under the planning, the distribution system 


would be installed with water to be purchased - 
from a community which already has a water 
plant. 


Svehla said the township would not be limited 


as to where it could buy the water although a 
feasibility study recommends water be obtained 
from New Buffalo city.

Speck, convicted in 1967 of 
killing eight student nurses, 
was brought before a parole 
Ijoard Wednesday, but it refused 
to release him from Stateville 
Penitentiary. “ Any other action 
by the board would promote 
disrespect for the law,’’ said 
chairman Peter A. Kotsos 
Illinois law grants Speck an­ 
nual parole hearings in the fu­ 
ture 
Kotsos said Speck, 34, expect­ 
ed the decision. “ He told us he 
is purchasing lawbooks and 
reviewing them in order to ef­ 
fect his own release,” the 
chairman said. 
He said Speck, meeting in 
private with the board before 
the open hearing, “ showed no 
remorse during the questioning 
... and maintained 
his in­ 
nocence.” 
Officials said that in the 
several weeks since it became 
publicly known that Speck was 
eligible for parole, 3,000 letters 
urged that he be kept behind 
burs. 
Some relatives of the dead 


nurses appeared at Wednes­ 
day’s hearing. 
An attorney for some of the 
families of the nurses said 
Speck “ is a fiend and spawned 
in hell. ” 
Speck was originally sen­ 
tenced to the electric chair, but 
he was saved from death when 
the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that capital punishment as 
prov ided for by most states was 
unconstitutional. He now is 
serving consecutive sentences 
totaling 400 to 1,200 years. 
The itinerant seaman was the 
object 10 years ago of the lar­ 
gest manhunt in Chicago's lus- 
tory. 
Found 
unconscious 
in 
a 
flophouse after an apparent 
suicide attempt, he was recog­ 
nized by a doctor who spotted 
the highly-publicized “ Born to 
Kaise Hell” tattoo on his arm. 
A week earlier, on July 14, 
1966, Corazon Amurao, a 23- 
year-old 
Filipino 
exchange 
student, had fled hysterically 
from a townhouse strewn with 
the mutilated bodies of her eight 
nximmates. 
Miss Amurao, now married to 
a lawyer and living in Washing­ 
ton, D.C., described the tattooed 
man 
who 
methodically 
butchered her friends, leading 
them one at a time from a buck 
bedroom to their deaths while 
she hid under a bed.

talks, sent his bargaining com- 
mittee home Tuesday and told 
them not to return until early 
next week. 


The committee must approve 


any settlement on a new three- 
year pact before it is submitted 
to the rank-and-nic. Ratification 
could take at least another 
week. 


Although formal talks-remain 


recessed, Woodcock said at a 
Michigan AFL-C10 dinner Wed- 
nesday that UAW vice president 
Ken Bannon had conferred in- 
formally during the day with 
Ford's top bargainer, Sidney F. 
McKenna,, over "scheduling 
problems." 


Woodcock added that top bar- 


gainers on both sides would 
remain available for meeting on

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — If representatives of Episcopal laity 


and clergy agree with their bishops, the church will end the 
2,000-year tradition of a male-only priesthood. The House of 
Bishops voted 95 to 61 Wednesday at the Episcopal legislative 
convention to make church laws "equally applicable" to men and 
women where they concern admitting candidates to the holy 
orders of priest and bishop. 


The proposal was expected to be taken up today by the House of 


Deputies, which is considered more hostile to the proposal. If the 
House of Deputies approves the resolution, it would ordinarily go 
into effect at the end of this year. However, another proposal would 
make the change effective immediately to coincide with the 
Canadian start of the practice. 


In recent years the church has been in turmoil over the issue. 


Fifteen Episcopal women were ordained in 1974 and 1975 without 
UK authorization of their bishops. More than 100 Episcopal women 
now are deacons, the first step toward priesthood, and 324 other 
women are in Episcopal seminaries studying for the ministry. The 
debate in the House of Bishops — before packed galleries — was 
long and tense. 


Bishop John S. Spong of Newark, N. J., said admitting women to 


the priesthood would "bring new wholeness to the ministry, new 
wholeness to our church and 1 hope new wholeness to the world." 
Bishop C. Kilmer Myers of San Francisco said it meant an "un- 
folding of our catholic faith and not a departure from it." 


But Bishop Robert E. Terwilliger of Dallas said women in the 


priesthood would produce "tremendous trauma among the people 
of God." He said many in the church would not accept women 
priests. 


Under ihe resolution, diocesan bishops still would retain 


authority to decide who qualifies for ordination. Terwilliger and 37 
other bishops who had opposed the resolution issued a statement 
saying they could not acknowledge the change. But they included 
a vow of "unshaken loyalty" to the church. The pledge was con- 
sidered an attempt to counter talk of a schism.

Episcopalian 
Bishops Okay 
Women Priests

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — If representatives of Episcopal laity 
and clergy agree with their bishops, the church will end the 
2.000-year tradition of a male-only priesthood. The House of 
Bishops voted 95 to 61 Wednesday at the Episcopal legislative 
convention to make church laws “ equally applicable” to men and 
women where they concern adm itting candidates to the holy 
orders of priest and bishop. 
The proposal was expected to be taken up today by the House of 
iX'puties. which is considered m ore hostile to the proposal. If the 
House of Deputies approves the resolution, it would ordinarily go 
into effect at the end of this year. However, another proposal would 
make the change effective im m ediately to coincide with the 
Canadian start of the practice. 
In recent years the church has been in turmoil over the issue. 
Fifteen Episcopal women wefe ordained in 1974 and 1975 without 
the authorization of their bishops. More than 100 Episcopal women 
now are deacons, the first step toward priesthood, and 324 other 
women are in Episcopal sem inaries studying for the m inistry. The 
debate in the House of Bishops — before packed galleries — was 
long and tense. 
Bishop John S. Spong of Newark. N .J., said adm itting women to 
the priesthood would “ bring new wholeness to the m inistry, new 
wholeness to our church and I hope new wholeness to the w orld.” 
Bishop C. Kilmer Myers of San Francisco said it meant an “ un­ 
folding of our catholic faith and not a departure from it.” 
But Bishop Robert E. Terwilliger of Dallas said women in the 
priesthood would produce “ trem endous traum a among the people 
of God.” He said many in the church would not accept women 
priests. 
Under the resolution, diocesan bishops still would retain 
authority to decide who qualifies for ordination. Terw illiger and 37 
other bishops who had opposed the resolution issued a statem ent 
saying they could not acknowledge the change. But they included 
a vow of “ unshaken loyalty” to the church. The pledge was con­ 
sidered an attem pt to counter talk of a schism. 
The Episcopal church, one of 22 national branches of the 
worldwide Anglican Communion, em braces Catholic and Protes­ 
tant elements. It broke with Roman Catholicism 400 years ago. but 
like Roman Catholicism and E astern Orthodoxy, it claim s a 
priestly succession from Jesus’ apostles — historically confined to 
males. Three other Anglican branches have authorized women 
priests. The Anglican Church of Canada is scheduled to begin 
female ordinations in November

Kissinger To Zambia 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) — Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger flew to Zambia today to meet with President Ken­ 
neth Kaunda Kissinger was still expressing hope of success in his 
mission to help bring black rule to southern Africa peacefully, but 
his first African host, President Julius Nyerere, was pessim istic. 
After conferring with Kissinger Wednesday in Dar es Salaam , 
Nyerere said he was “ less hopeful than I was before” about the 
chances for averting a racial bloodbath in the region.
